§ 7554.  RELEASE PRIOR TO TRIAL 2 

(a)  Release; conditions of release.  Any person charged with an offense, 3 

other than a person held without bail under section 7553 or 7553a of this title, 4 

shall at his or her appearance before a judicial officer be ordered released 5 

pending trial in accordance with this section. 6

(2)  If the judicial officer determines that conditions of release imposed 8 

to ensure appearance will not reasonably protect the public, the judicial officer 9

Sec. 13.  DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY REPORT 17 

On or before December 15, 2020 2021, the Department of Public Safety 18 

shall report to inform the House and Senate Committees on Judiciary on the 19

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reporting, and the steps it has taken to provide assistance to local law 1 

enforcement agencies in seizing and storing relinquished firearms.   2 

Sec. 14.  ATTORNEY GENERAL REPORT 3 

On or before December 15, 2020 2021, the Attorney General’s Office shall 4 

report to the House and Senate Committees on Judiciary on the progress of the 5 

Firearms Technical Assistance Project in implementing this Act, including any 6 

remaining barriers to implementation implementing this Act.   7
